The new feature introduced this year is that of placing 
a collection of books suitable for supplementary reading 
in each school.

During this time no book has been lost to the town, 
and while in most cases the books have been carefully 
handled, they are beginning to show wear, and many are 
in need of rebinding; it will be necessary this coming 
year to use money for this purpose. 

Some of our notable additions have. been: Ridpath’s 
History of the World, Baneroft’s History of the United 
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States, Smith’s ‘‘Thirteen Colonies,’’ first year of Heath’s 
Home and School Classics. 

It is gratifying that people are beginning to visit the 
library for help as well as diversion. Our great need is 
still a set of encyclopedias, a clock, dictionary holder, ete. 

New magazines have been added during the year, and 
are much appreciated, many preferring magazines to 
books. Thanks are due the village people and their 
friends, who so kindly contribute thirteen of the twenty- 
one magazines in the library. 

_ The strictest economy has been practiced in the man- 
agement; so far, overdue money has bought the supplies, 
but it will be impossible to do this at all times.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


To the School Board of Loudon, N. H.: 


I have the privilege of submitting to you, and through 

you to the citizens of Loudon, my first annual report as - 
superintendent of schools, this being the second in the 
series of such reports. My service having begun with the 
opening of schools in September, this report will neces- 
sarily cover that portion of the school year beginning at 
that date. 
“ During this period I have made ninety-seven (97) visits © 
to schools, averaging for each school in number about 
fourteen (14), and in frequency somewhat oftener than 
once in two weeks. The length of these visits has varied 
from a half hour to half a day, depending on the oppor- 
tunity and the exigencies. I have also called upon par- 
ents in the interest of better attendance and of better un- 
derstanding between parents and teacher. In addition 
I have attended two superintendents’ conferences held at 
Plymouth, the meeting of the State Teachers’ Association 
at Manchester, and the meeting of the Merrimack Val- 
ley Teachers’ Association at Concord. 

‘My work with the teachers in an endeavor to secure 
greater efficiency has been done in various ways. I have 
aimed to criticise in an helpful and sympathetic manner. 
I have suggested, directed, instructed in what to teach 
and how to teach it by careful explanation and by taking 
personal charge of classes that the teacher might see just 
how it should be done. I have outlined work. I have 
questioned pupils to discover both the strong and the 
weak places. I have given individual instruction to 
pupils. I have helped teachers over hard places in disci- 
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pline. I have endeavored to make my criticism con- 
structive rather than destructive. 

We have directed our efforts in particular towards the 
better teaching of what may be termed the fundamentals. 
The modern school, especially one connected with a city 
system, attempts to teach a variety of subjects, the pur- 
pose being to give a broader training and to secure a 
saner development of the boy and girl. Thisis well. But 
every good school, whether in country or city, teaches— 
and teaches well—reading, writing, spelling and arithme- 
tic. It is with these subjects that we have been most 
concerned. Every parent has a right to expect that his 
child will learn in school to read easily and understand- 
ingly, to write a plain, legible hand with a fair amount of 
speed, to spell correctly ordinary words, and to be per- 
fectly familiar with the fundamentals of arithmetic. Un- 
less the schools produce these results after a reasonable 
time, I take it the parents have good grounds for criticiz- 
ing both superintendent and teachers. 

The superintendent in his report last year pointed out 
very plainly the importance of reading, how much de- 
pends on the child being able to sense a sentence or a 
paragraph. He also spoke of the poor character of much 
of the reading in the schools. In my judgment the poor 
reading is due in a large measure to misdirected effort on 
the part of the teacher. Some children learn to read nat- 
urally in spite of poor teaching. This is not true of the 
ordinary child. The reading is likely to be a slow, halt- 
ing, unsatisfactory process unless the child gets the right 
start. The trouble has been the start has not been right. 
Veaching is by no means an exact science, but educators 
pretty generally accept certain principles as the correct 
ones to be used in teaching beginners to read. We have 
laid particular stress on this point and favorable progress 
has been made. To facilitate this work I urgently recom- 
mend that the school board adopt some such system for 
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the teaching of reading as the New Education or the 
Gordon. Heretofore there has been either a lack of sys- 
tem or a system of the hit or miss variety, and too often 
it has seemed to miss. 

Good attendance generally indicates a good school; 
poor attendance often indicates an unsatisfactory school. 
A study of the table printed on another page will con- 
vinee one that the attendance has not been altogether 
satisfactory. Some absences there must necessarily be, 
but I have good reason to believe that many of the ab- 
sences recorded might have been avoided. Attendance 
upon the duties of school ought to be the business of the 
boy and girl of school age during such time as the schools 
are in session. It ought to be considered his business to | 
eome regularly and punctually. Other matters ought to 
be secondary. Furthermore he should come with his mind 
in a condition to devote his whole attention to schoo] du- 
ties and not filled with extraneous matters. I have al- 
ready intimated that one of the factors in securing good 
attendance is a good school. Another important factor 
is the hearty co-operation on the part of the home. [ 
wish to make a strong plea for such co-operation. We 
have a record of 561 tardinesses for the year. I venture 
to state that this is four times what it ought to have been. 
A child habitually tardy at school is likely to be tardy all 
through hfe. I am certain we can very much improve 
this record for. another year. 

The school buildings are in general in good condition; 
much might be done, however, to make the interiors more 
attractive and more comfortable. Pleasant and attractive 
surroundings have a very appreciable effect on school 
work. A good beginning was made in the complete reno- 
vating and fitting with new furniture of the Pearl school 
during the summer. The White school needs new seats 
and desks of a modern type. Some means ought to be 
taken to ventilate the primary room at the village. At 
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least window boards should be provided. The outhouses 
of two or three of the schools need attention in the inter- 
est of good health and good morals. The appurtenances 
on one or two of the buildings for the displaying of the 
flag need repairing, and I would recommend that the 
board make rules for a more general display of the flag 
in accordance with the state regulation. 

One of the important means of raising the teaching ef- 
ficiency and thereby the efficiency of the schools is the 
teachers’ meeting. The schools are so scattered that a 
Saturday is about the only time that the teachers can be 
got together, but it very often happens that teachers dis- 
hike to give up a Saturday or a part of a Saturday for 
such a purpose. [ recommend that the school board make 
the attendance at a teachers’ meeting, to be held not 
oftener than once a month, a part of the teacher’s duties, 
and that a half day be granted each month for that pur- 
pose. I am certain it would be time profitably spent. 

At the opening of schools in September three new teach- 
ers began work: Miss Edith M. Trussell, of Newtonville, 
Mass., at the Brown school, Miss Gertrude E. Knapp, a 
sraduate of Tilton Seminary, at the Ridge school, and 
Mr. Walter C. Allen, who had had one year at the Bridge- 
water Normal School, at the Yellow school. 

An occasional word of commendation is good for us 
all. We need it. I want to testify to the very pleasant 
relations that have existed between superintendent and 
teachers, and to the hearty co-operation which the super- 
intendent has received. It is an easy thing to find fault. 
I can truly say that I have found in all the schools much 
that has been worthy of praise. 

In conclusion I wish to say that achievement and ad- 
vancement on the part of the child does not depend en- 
tirely on good teaching and good equipment. ‘‘There is 
no royal road to learning.’’ Individual effort is abso- 
lutely essential for progress. I think we sometimes lose
